W e are opposed to a 
junket which has in view simply and solely 
a good time at the state’s expense.- New» . 
“ The “ we’’ of 
Th e Su n agrees exactly 
with we of the News. 
If Dixon does not 
secure the soldiers’ and sailors’ home it 
will he clear to all that the seeming fair­ 
ness about the work of locating the insti­ 
tution was in the interest of a few, and 
was a put up job fr o m beginning to end, 
etc.—Dixo n Su n . 
W e are utterly at a loss to divine a mo­ 
tive that would cause the Su n to thus in­ 
sult a State Board, composed of leading 
citizens of the State, here on a visit in 
compliance with law, and on whose good 
will and favorable opinions, at the time, 
the prosperity of the city may depend. 
The insinuations and insults were so un. 
called for and ungracious that all are at a 
loss in endea.oiing to understand why 
they were published. 
Furthermore the 
statements are not true. 
The intimation 
that the Commissioners are on “ a junket’’ 
is not true. 
A “ junket” is, according to 
Webster, “ astolen entertainment,’’ there 
fore when the Su n says that that State 
Board, composed of leading citizens of 
the State, are worse than dead beats, it is 
uttering a slander which might well con­ 
found every gentleman in or out of this 
city in an effort to understand the cause 
for such utterauce®. 
These gentlemen, 
requested by the Governor of our State 
to perform a certain duty, imposed by 
the law of the land, while endeavoring 
honestly, faithfully and as quickly as pos­ 
sible to perform the business assigned 
them, are greeted on their arrival at Dixon 
by a newspaper claiming to voice the 
sentiment of this people with the infor­ 
mation that they go about stealing vict­ 
uals; dead-beating hotels and, in short, 
are on “ a ju n ket wh ich h a s in 
view ¿ imp ly 
a n d so lely a g o o d time a t (h e Stiu c sexp t n se, 
is simp’y and solely not true, and if the 
Su n did not know it was false it could 
easily learn the facts and correct the in­ 
sult. 
The intimation that the commis­ 
sion was a packed affair and that the 
commission had already decided” as to 
location is also a most unjust slander 
against the Board. 
Such an attack upon 
honorable officials at such a time would 
be liable to result in great injury to this 
city. 
It certainly would if any attention 
was paid to the Su n 's slanders and in­ 
sults by any person. 
Governor Oglesby 
honored Dixon by appointing one of its 
citizens to the most important, to this 
people, offices in his gift and therefore, 
in all fairness, saying nothing of the mat­ 
ter of gentlemanly courtesy towards the 
chief executive of our great State, the 
people here should not permit such a 
gross insult to General Oglesby and to the 
Board he appointed to pass without a pro­ 
test; hence this defence and, under the 
circumstances, very mild rebuke. 
The 
statement by the Dixon Su n that in ap­ 
pointing the commission Governor Ogles­ 
by “ pul up a job” in favor of Aurora, or 
any other city, we believe is without any 
sort of foundation in fact and the insinu­ 
ation is not only an insult to the Gover­ 
nor but to every member of the commis­ 
sion and it is certainly a disgrace to the 
city of Dixon that it should be published 
here by a newt paper supported by this 
people. 
Aside from the question of gen- 
tlemanly conduct and fairness it is not 
unreasonable to believe that the editorial 
insult by* the Su n , published on the day 
the co mmissio n was here, would, if used 
by the enemies of this city in prejudicing 
the members of the Board against us, and 
it certainly would, should their individual 
attention be called to it, result in defeat 
ing Dixon in its effort to secure the Sol 
diers’ and Sailo rs’ Home. 
This statement 
in defence ef the Go v erno r and the Hon 
orable co mmissio ners seems te be neces 
sary at this time that any person interest* 
ed may know that the Su n does not speak 
for all this people.
